How to find us: 

Before you can discover all Niagara-on- 
the-Lake has to offer, you have to get here, 
and thankfully we are not hard to find. Our 
most popular route into town runs from the 
Queen Elizabeth Way (QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the 
QEW to Niagara-on-the-Lake, then follow 
signs to connect to Regional Road 55 by 
turning left on to York Road, then make a 
right at the first set of lights to take Airport 
Road, the shortest path to Regional Road 55, 
which is called “Nit^ara Stone Road” locally. 
Turn right onto Stone Road and enjoy the 
scenery of lush vineyards, our newly 
installed roundabout and the bustling com¬ 
merce of Virgil before you arrive at Queen 
Street in the Old Town. When you get to the 
end of the road, with the golf course and the 
lake ahead of you, turn right to get to the 
heart of the Old Town and the Shaw Festival 
theatres. 

Once you’re within the municipality, 
please check the map on Page 20 and 21 to 
navigate your way around town. Detailed 
driving directions are also available from the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Line-ups at border crossings can cause 
delays, and traffic on the QEW from Toronto 
is often heavy. Allow at least two hours for 
your drive from Toronto, especially if you 
have theatre tickets.

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the first anti-slavery legislation. 

It was also the site of important 
battles of the War of 1812, which 
established our country. 

The town itself had been settled by 
American Loyalists who fled to Niagara 
during the American Revolution. Then, 
in the days leading up to the War of 
1812, Fort George became a stronghold 
with a British military base, and 
residents found themselves within range 
of enemy cannons at Fort Niagara, Just 
across the river. 

The troops of Fort George crushed an 
American invasion at Queenston 
Heights in October of 1812, but lost 
brilliant military strategist General Isaac 
Brock. The Americans attacked again 
the following May, destroying Fort 
George and taking the town. It was the 
following December, 1813, that the 
Americans retreated, burning the town 
as they fled. 

Conflicts continued into the fall of 
1814, by which time both sides had 
invaded each other’s territory, some 
successfully. But these areas were 
restored by the Treaty of Ghent which 
re-instated original boundaries, and led 
to the 200 years of peace. 

Visitors to the town today are likely to 
see historic strollers, today’s residents 
dressed in period costumes, on our 
main street. Well-versed in history, they 
are happy to stop to chat or pose for a 
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McFarland House on the Niagara 
Parkway was the sole property to 
survive the town’s infamous burning— 
visit it and discover why. Hear the truth 
behind Laura Secord’s midnight walk to 


invasion by 
visiting her Queenston homestead. Visit 
Brock’s Monument at Queenston 
Heights and discover how one general 
could rate four separate burials. 

Fort George was rebuilt in the 1930s 


as a monument to the struggle for 
Canadian sovereignty. 

It’s the perfect place to visit, more 
than 200 years after the war, to 
experience those tumultuous times

RECREATIONAL TRAILS 
There are two main trails which run 
through NOTL and meet in the Old 
Town. One is the NOTL portion of the 
Waterfront Trad, which begins shortly 
past the Port Weller Bridge on Lakeshore 
Road, continues to East and West Line 
and begins again at Mary and 
Mississauga Streets, travels along Mary, 
and across BCing to John Street and the 
Niagara River Parkway, where the 
Niagara Parks Commission has a staging 
area and parking lot. It then meets the 
Niagara River Recreational Trad, which 
winds along the river and the Niagara 
Parkway, through the historic vdlage of 
Queenston and up the escarpment, for 
the fud 56-kilometre length of the trail 
from NOTL to Fort Erie.

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T he 2016 season of the Shaw Festival, a 
theatre company inspired by the work 
of Bernard Shaw, is also the final season for 
artistic director Jackie Maxwell. 

That means she has had to squeeze in 
the plays that were important to her, with a 
resulting playbill of 10 productions that are 
rich in diversity. 

The Festival Theatre, on Queen’s Parade, 
is where major works are shown. It includes 
a retail shop, a cafe, a rehearsal studio and a 
patio surrounded by beautiful gardens. 

On the Festival Theatre stage this season 
is a musical family-fnendly Alice in Wonder¬ 
land, adapted for the stage by Shaw director 
Peter Hinton, promising “stunning visuals 
and theatrical magic,” with iimovative tech¬ 
nology to help take our imaginations where 
we need to go. 

Also on the Festival stage is Oscar Wild’s A 
Woman of No Importance, in which mat¬ 
ters of marriage, affairs, and divorce are 
thoroughly discussed, resulting in a witty 
social commentary. 

The final production on the Festival stage 
is Sweeney Todd, The Demon Barber of Fleet 
Street. 

This music thriller, directed by Jackie

“Master Harold”... and the Boys, by Athol 
Fugard, is a modem classic that will be 
presented at the Court House, exposing the 
horrors of apartheid in South Africa. Max¬ 
well calls it one of Fugard’s seminal pieces of 
political theatre, and one of his most affecting 

The lunchtime one-act series is back at the 
Court House, with The Adventures of the 
Black Girl in her Search for God It’s a “comic 
and irreverent adaptation” for the stage by 
Lisa Godrington, from the short story by 
Bernard Shaw, about a young African girl 
and the dilemmas she feces as she sets out to 
find God. 

The Shaw’s Studio Theatre, located beside 
the Festival Theatre, continues to be home to 
contemporary programming, and this season 
presents a new version by Gonor McPherson 
of August Strindberg’s The Dance of Death. 
Directed by Martha Henry, the “darkly 
comic” play examines an army captain, his 
wife, their marriage and their deadly games.
